Thirty-seven people att 
ended the annual meeting of 
the Town of St, Albert held 
Monday evening at the come 
munity hall, including the 
mayor, all six councillors 
and secretary-treasurer 
Dan O’Connell, who were 
seated at a table facing the 
audience, The meeting elec- 
ted Bill Penrose as chair- 
man, 

Minutes of the 1970 annual 
meeting showed those in atte 
endance as five ratepayers 
and two representatives of 
the press. Following the 
minutes reports were heard 
from the mayor, secretary 
and committee chairman, 

Under new business a 
ratepayer who said he had 
lived in St, Albert for seven 
years brought up the subject 
of municipal use of school 
facilities, such as outdoor 
playing fields, It was poin- 
ted out to him that St, Albert 
does indeed provide for such 
use, However the questioner 
persisted that there definit- 
ely were problems last year 
with proper facilities. He 
said he was not a member 
of the Saints club, but was 
well aware of their diffi- 
culties in meeting league 
requirements for a diamond 
And that there were definit- 
ely problems between the 


- school board and the team 


on dugouts and fence. 

The mayor said there will 
be problems until the ball 
park is divorced from that 
proximity to school bulld- 
ings, but co-operation has 
been excellent with school 
boards. The ratepayers ask- 
ed “has there been any 
thought given to dug outs, 
so that St, Albert has a field 
like other teams in the lea~ 
gue?’’ The mayor said he 
understands our diamond is 
as good as any inthe league.

Mam problem financiak Fraser 


Speaking to an audience 
of less than 20, Mr. D. B, 
Fraser, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, St. Alb- 
ert Public school district, 
said following the introduc- 
tion by the provincial gov- 
ernment of the new school 
act as well as changes inthe 
foundation program, certain 
problems were encountered 
by the district, the main one 
of which was financial. 

Government regulations 
resulted in a reduction of 
almost $37,000 in the supp- 
lementary requisition last 
year, The financial state- 
ment shows an accumulated 
deficit of $55,577. The pup- 
il/teacher ratio was in- 
creased in 1970 but the dis- 
trict is still faced with 
having to find additional 
methods of lowering costs, 

Addressing the annual 
general meeting of the dis- 
trict, Mr, Fraser said the 
new School Act has given 
greater administrative 
freedom to boards, but, the 
limit on financial resoure 
ces makes the freedom more 
apparent than real, 

“The challenge facing 
trustees and educators today 
is toimprove the educational 
opportunity for each child 
yet check the rising cost of 
education,’’ Mr, Fraser 
said. 

The district has signed 
a salary agreement with 
the teachers, which con- 
tains an average increase 


of 6.6 per cent, 

Regular consultations are 
held with the teachers and 
these may, at times include 
students and parents. The 
latter will be asked to take 
a more active role in the 


educational program within 
the schools in the near fute 
ure, Mr. Fraser said,

Happiness is losing 


“Fat is fat is fat,’’ says 
Buddy Victor, a director of 
Weight Watchers, as he 
weighs in yet another mem» 
ber at the regular Thursday 
night sessions in the St, 
Albert Legion Hall, 

**Have you been good this 
week?”’ he enquires, as each 
weight loss, or, heaven fore 
bid, gain is recorded. So 
far, St. Albert and District 
Weight Watchers have lost 
3,351 pounds (or, as Buddy 
calls them, ‘‘uglies,’’)since 
the program came totownin 
1969, 

The program attracts 
people of all ages, from 


" early teens to those in their

seventies, Some have a mere 
10 or 15 pounds to lose, 
while others, tipping the 
scales at 300 have a long 
road ahead of them, Many 
are referred to WW by their 
physicians, 

To the overweight, the 
battle of the bulge is a life- 
long struggle, and Mr. Vic= 
tor, in his lectures drives 
home this fact. ‘You andI,’’ 
he tells his charges, ‘‘are 
not like those people walk- 
ing around outside, When we 
have reached our goals we 
may look like those civil- 
fans, wear the same size 


yas they do, but we must 


never, ever, let ourselves 
forget the fact that we are 
different,’’ 

Obesity is very much an 
illness, Mr. V'ctor agrees, 
and the person who puts on 
weight easily must change 
his eating habits, And this, 
basically, is what WW is all 
about, 

No fad diets and quick 
weight losses here, Although 
a few members showed a 
weekly loss of 10-11 pounds 
when the Gazette visited 
Weight Watchers last Thur- 
sday, the average loss 
seem2d to be two - four 
pounds, 

“Sure, it’s not flying off,’’ 
sald a young mother, who, 
after trying ‘‘everything’’ 
found herself right back 
where she started at 200 
pounds and, in desparation 
joined Weight Watchers a 
few weeks ago. ‘But every 
week I drop two, three 
pounds and I'm eating better 
than ever before,’ 

No starvation diet, this. 
Weight Watchers enjoy three 
full meals per day, in fact, 
the success of the program 
depends on members eating 


the prescribed three meals 
per day, 21 meals per week, 
“Skipping is just another 
form of cheating. Your body 
needs fuel to burn off the 
fat,’ Mr, Victor explains, 

All foods must be care- 
fully weighed and measured. 
A daily menu would include 
such things as: bread, 
meats, fish, poultry, vegee 
tables, fruits, skim-or butt- 
ermilk, cheese and eggs, 
The meat servings, six 
ounces of boneless, fatless 
meat, weighted after cook- 
ing, are so generous that 
some members, women es= 
pecially, have trouble eating 
it all. 

When their desired weight 
is reached, members go on 
the ‘‘maintenance plan’ to 
keep their weight stable and 
should stay on this for the 
rest of their lives, “What 
we’re doing, really,’’ says 
Buddy Victor, ‘‘is teaching 
people proper eating habits. 
Lose weight and keep it off.’’ 

How and why does it work? 
“I don’t know,’’ says Mr. 
Victor, ‘‘all I know is, if 
a person behaves and foll- 
ows the plan, it works.’’ 


And with his “before’’ 
pictures as proof, who is to 
argue? 

Buddy, who in 1967 be- 
came Canada’s first Weight 
Watcher, shed 70 pounds in 
11 months and has kept his 
weight at 134 pounds for 
“three years and four 
months now.’ “I never 
questioned the mechanics of 
it,’’ he said, ‘It was working 
for me and nothing ever had 
before, and that was all that 
mattered,’’ 

There is a strong feeling 
of solidarity among mem- 
bers who rejoice over each 
others losses and sympa- 
thize with a Weight Watcher 
who ‘‘slipped’’ and maybe 
in elation over the previous 
week’s loss let her success 
“go to her belly’’ and licked 
a pot or ate something extra 
to celebrate. 

WW was founded in New 
York eight years ago, and 
has since spread to such 
places as Israel, England, 
Germany, Scotland and Haw~ 
ali, 

Meanwhile, in St. Albert, 
doing their thing at the Le- 
gion Hall, losers are happy 
people,

DR, W. F. JACKSON 


Ask anyone who invented 
the telephone and you'll get 
the answer ‘‘ Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell.’’ Correct, Now, 
who was Dr. William Fred- 
erick Jackson? B.ank stares 
right? 

Dr, Jackson, who graduae 
ted in medicine and surgery 
from McGill University in 
1873 actually helped Bell 
perfect his instrument with 
his invention in 1874 of the 
metallic diaphragm which 
has since formed an essen- 
tial part of the telephone. 

Dr, Jackson's association 
with Bell has been well do- 
cumented and his grand- 
daughter, Mrs. C, W. Noack, 
of 28 Birch Drive, St. Alb- 
ert, has in her possession 
a number of photo-copies 
of original papers, given to 
her family by Bell Tele- 
phone Co, of Canada, 

Mrs, Noack remembers 
her grandfather, who died 
at the age of 82 in 1935, 
quite well. Brought up in 
Ottawa, she was frequently 
sent to visit her grand- 
parents at ‘‘Woodlawn’’ 
their country estate in 
Brockville, Ont, 

Dr, Jackson was a severe 
man, not used to having 
young children around, “He 
always wore a waistcoat,’’ 
she said, ‘‘and he had this 
great, waxed moustache.’’ 

A country doctor, Dr, 
Jackson travelled by sleigh 
in winter and horse and 
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buggy in summer, ‘Most of 
his patients were very 
poor,’’ Mrs, Noack recalls, 
“and grandfather received 
his payments in goods, such 
as chickens, eggs and other 
produce.’’ She fondly ree 
members two large rugs, 
one bearskin, the other buf= 
falo, which the doctor had 
received as payment for his 
services, 

Young doctor Jackson 
first met Alexander Graham 
Bell at a social gathering 
given in the latter’s honor 
by his uncle, who was Pro= 
fessor of Languages at the 
Brantford Institute for the 
Blind, Bell had journeyed 
from Scotland, accompanied 
by his father and sister, 

The two young men took 
an immediate liking to one 
another and found they shar- 
ed a common interest in 
physics and music, 

This led to Bell bringing 
to the young physician’s off- 
ice for inspection a crude 
apparatus which he used in 
his early experiments, 

Quoted in the March 13, 
1926, issue of the Standard, 
Dr. Jackson explains the 
instrument this way: “Itwas 
a black box which contained 
clockwork for projecting a 
strip of smoked glass 
against the end of a bristle, 
the other end of which was 
glued to the centre of the 
eardrum of an ox, suppor- 
ted by the temporal bone. 
When the clockwork was set 
in motion, the bristle recor- 
ded upon the smoked glass 
the vibrations caused by the 
note of a violin, ’’ 

Bell remarked that he had 
reached a stage in his in- 
vestigation at which he could 
detect the note which had 
been played by a glance at 
the recorded vibrations, as 
those for each note were 
similar in form, and he 
suggested that there must 
be a law governing this phe- 
nomenom, 

If sound could produce 


these vibrations, he believed 
that it could be reproduced 
at a distance without the 
intermediary of the human 
brain, 

But he was at a loss to 
know how to proceed with 
his experiments, 

Dr, Jackson then sugges- 
ted that any other diapuragm 
would do as well as theear- 
drum of the ox, and obtained 
a piece of parchment which 
was stretched over an iron 
ring. The parchment pro- 
duced the same vibratory 
impressions on the smoked 
glass, 

Dr. Jackson then sugges- 
ted a metallic diaphragm 
be tested. For the sum of 
10 cents they bought a tine 
type plate at the local pho- 
tographer’s shop. The 
bristle was glued on this 
plate, and put in the place 
where the animal diae 
phragms had been, 

In a letter to the Toronto 
‘Mail and Empire,’’ Dr. 
Jackson said; “It’s reaction 
to sound was identical, And 
it produced exactly the same 
patterns of scratches to the 
same notes upon the violin, 
that the animal membranes 
had done,’’ 


Now the two inventors had 
a diaphragm that would act- 
uate an electro-magnet and 
by it reproduce the original 
vibrations on another metale 
lic diaphragm at a distance, 
and so reproduce the orige 
inal sound, 

It was from this beginne 
ing that Bel] evolved the 
first telephone, The further 
development of the telephone 
was Bell’s own work, Shorte 
ly after their discovery, Dr, 
Jackson was appointed 
“ship’s doctor’ on a mail 
steamship, and never saw 
Bell again, 

In a document, part of 
the Bell Telephone Company 
historical collection, Dr, 
Jackson writes: 

“I do not claim in any 
way to have been the orig- 


inator of the telephone but, 
it is a fact that I suggested 
and obtained the first mete 
allic diaphragm for the 
experiments which rendered 
the telephone a possibility.. 
I hope to establish the fact 
that Alexander Graham 
Bell was indeed the inventor 
of the telephone while he 
was in Brantford, Ont., and, 
that the claims ofinterested 
parties to the contrary are 
absolutely unwarranted, ’’ 
Dr. Jackson was in medi- 
cal practice for more than 
half a century, and, as a 
man of 64 years of age was 
accepted for overseas ser= 
vice with the CAMC in 1916 
and was attached to a nume 
ber of hospitals in England 
until the end of the War, 
Mrs, Noack has one other 
distinguished ancestor, Her 
great-great-grandfather, 
Sir Daniel Jones was the 
first native-born Canadian 
to be knighted. But history 
books are very vague, and 
Mrs. Noack has not yet been 
able to find out just why 
Sir Daniel was so honoured,

Annual reports show steady progress 


for Town 


While the attendance at 
this year’s annual meeting 
of the town was above that 
of last year, there were only 
37 people all told, including 
town council and various 
staff members and one re- 
porter. First order of buse 
iness was the reports from 
council, followed by new 
business, when those attend= 
ing could be heard, 

Mayor Gibbon noted inhis 
report that the budgeted sur~ 
plus of $5,536, was an actual 
$8,135. for a total surplus 
account of $99,687. He sald 
that in his opinion the cash 
on hand at the end of Decem- 
ber left a great deal to be 
desired, and that he would 
like to see this figure in- 
creased considerably. 

The mayor referred tohis 
report a year ago, when he 
told the electors that deben- 
ture borrowing would ine 
crease in 1970 by $44,000. 
“During 1970 council exer= 
cised better control, andthe 
increase for 1971 will be 
$5,593, I have a strong de- 
sire to see debenture, or 
debt payments decrease 
substantially by 1975, aJ\- 
owing more money for ser= 
vices,’’ Mayor Gibbon said, 

An increase in municipal 
taxes was predicted by the 
mayor, which he reported 
was due to four factors: 
natural increases in costs 
of operation; additional fac- 
ilities within the town, land 
fill site (garbage disposal) 
requirements, and the 
freezing at $38,000,000 of 
municipal grants by the pro- 
vincial government, 

“Landfill operations will 
be a major cost to the town 
in 1971’? said Mayor Gibbon, 
“TI don’t disagree with the 
regulations, as they have 
the desired effect of cutting 
pollution by almost 100 per 
cent in all garbage dumps 
in the province, but to acc- 
omplish this we have to pay 
the price.’’ 

The mayor also reported 
an increase in population of 
719 people and in live ass- 
essment for this year of 
$2,919,360, Total live ass- 
essment is $21,137,350, 

He noted that freezing of 
government grants would 
affect the town’s revenue by 
approximately $80,000 to 
$34,000 in lost income, ‘I 
cannot agree with this legis- 
lation, but it seems there is 
no recourse, particularly ir in

view of the increased home- 
owner’s grants,’’ said the 
mayor, In closing he con- 
gratulated the citizens of 
St, Albert on their resound- 
ing ‘‘no’’ to amalgamation 
with Edmonton in a poll con- 
ducted during the census, 
and said ‘‘I strongly believe 
that taxes in the town of St. 
Albert will be even with, 
or lower than, the City of 
Edmonton in a few short 
years,’’ 

In the question period on 
the report, Mr. Penrose 
asked the mayor if he would 
hazard a guess on what the 
mill increase might be. The 
mayor stated that the loss 
in provineial grant through 
the freezing of this year’s 
total to municipalities would 
probably up the mill rate 
about one and a half mills. 
He pointed out that the cost 
of a land fill site was not 
yet known, but felt the in- 
crease could be three mills, 

Mr. Penrose also asked 
if the new compulsory une 
employment insurance ree 
gulations would be costly to 
the town, as they would be 
for school boards, The may= 
or replied that this would 
not be a major item, since 
many of the town staff were 
presently on the insurance, 

Secretary-treasurer Dan 
O’Connell stated that the 
1970 estimates were accur- 
ate, to the degree that in 
a budget of some two mill- 
ion dollars, providing for a 
surplus of $5,500 an $8,135 
surplus was realized, “ Pro- 
blems necessitating over 
expenditures in some funce 
tions were compensated by 
curtailing others, with a net 
result that the financtal pro- 
gram contained in the esti- 
mates was maintained,’’ 
sald Mr, O'Connell, 

His report also noted that 
the water supply deficit 
would come under close 
scrutiny in this year’s bud- 
get. The 1970 deficit was 
$7,835 and the deficit for- 
warded to $48,269. 

On the general capital and 
loan fund he reported re- 
serves for future develop- 
ment of the sewer system 
have accumulated to $52,636 
Interested earnings and sure 
plus from complete projects 
provide a cash surplus of 
about $150,000, 

Reserves for future 
development in the utilities 
capital and loan fund have 
accumulated to $57,650, and 
capital liabilities have ree

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duced to $35,520, 

Mr, O’Connell noted that 
the capital liability per cap- 
ita is $272 and the general 
expenditure per capita is 
$192, The business of the 
town was conducted through 
the course of 84 meetings, 
Regular and special meet- 
ings of council totalled 28, 
and the balance of 56 were 
of committee of the whole, 
finance and public works 
and sundry other meetings, 

In reply to a question, 
Mr. O’Connell said the per 
capita figures were down 
over the previous year by 
about $5 in each case, 

Mr. C. Schroder said 
he was concerned about une 
paid taxes and asked if there 
were procedures available 
for collecting these and what 
council plans, He was told 
that unpaid taxes were down 
to $109,000, a reduction of 
some $5,000 from the pre« 
vious year, He was told 
there were proceedures and 
these were being followed, 
and the mayor pointed out 
that it was difficult to hold 
this figure much lower, 
While some arrears were 
being caught, others were 
being added to the total, 
since not all were paying at 
the same time, 

Councillor Robert Russ- 
ell, reporting for the finance 
and public works committee 
reminded the ratepayers 
that the committee struc- 
ture was changed during the 
past year, The two standing 
committees have been come

In January the federal 
agricultural House of Com- 
mons committee agreed to 
go across Canada and hold 
hearings in the various pro= 
vincial capitals, This they 
did in January and February 
1971, In all the provinces 
the provincial agriculture 
minister not only hosted the 
committee but also made 
presentations to the com- 
mittee. 

When they came to Ede 
monton, Mr. Ruste not only 
failed to host them, but didn’t 
appear at all. 

The Progressive Conser- 
vative caucus of Alberta did 
appear, and presented their 
views against the bill, ata 
minimum they asked for the 
exclusion of cattle and hogs. 

When the Alberta Legis- 
lature opened, the middle

Produang Field Peas - 
costs and methods 


Field peas are being pro- 
duced, to a certain extent, 
in this district. They are 
being used mainly for a pro= 
tein supplement to livestock 
rations, The protein content 
in 1970 varied from 18 to 
24 per cent, 

It is most important that 
farmers compare the cost 
of field pea production with 
that of barley, The econo- 
mics and feed value of both 
crops is outlined below for 
comparative purposes, 

Field peas do best on a 
well drained loam or clay 
loam soil, Poorly drained, 
heavy soils (solonetzic) 
should be avoided; they fa= 
vour the development of 
root-rotting diseases, Sale 
ine soils should also be 
avoided, Early seeding <= 
as soon as the soil warms 
up is recommended, A bad 
weed problem, of course, 
would change this. Seed to 
a depth of two inches and/or 
into moisture, Ensure the 
seed does not crack when 
seeding. 

The recommended rate 
for seeding is about two 
bushels per acre for small 
seeded variety, 2 1/2 to 3 
bushels for a medium sized 
variety and three to four 
bushels per acre for the 
large seeded varieties. Peas 
without a nurse crop (mix- 
ture) normally give higher 
yields than the mixture, In 
some cases one-half bushel 
of oats (sometimes barley) 
per acre is seeded with 
peas, This practice facill- 
tates swathing and harvest- 
ing, In normal circumstane 
ces seed treatment and in- 
oculation can be applied for 
better yields, Fertilizer, if 
required should not be app- 
lied with the seed. 

As a general rule, peas 
should be swathed rather 
than straight combined. 
Swathing should commence 
when the peas in the pods 
are firm but not dry. In 
some cases a “Happy mee 
dium" should be determin» 
ed, To avoid undue shelling 
in dry warm weather peas 
should be swathed in the 
early morning and late 
afternoon, 

When combining, the pick- 
up on the combine should be 
slowed to the point where 
tearing of the swath is elime 
inated. The cylinder speed 
should be reduced to about 
350 rpm and the concaves 
removed to reduce splitting 
and cracking for straight 
peas, The wind should be 


enough to help separate the 
peas from vines and trash, 
The blast should be directed 
toward the back of the siev- 
es, Fifteen per cent mois- 
ture is considered a safe 
maximum for storing peas. 
Weed seeds and green mat~ 
erial should be removed 

prior to storing. Only the 
clean peas should be stored. 

The Alberta Department 
of Agriculture’s field crops 
branch, says that land pre- 
paration and seeding opera= 
tion costs are about the same 
as for cereal crops, but that 
seed costs are considerably 
higher for peas. 

Since peas must be sown 
at from 2 to 2 1/2 bushels 
per acre, the seed will cost 
approximately $12.50 per 
acre at the current price of 
$8.35 per hundredweight or 
less, A comparable grade 
of barley, on the other hand, 
costs $1.40 per bushel or 
less, With 1 1/4 bushels 
of seed required per acre, 
the seed outlay is only $1.75 
per acre. 

It is estimated that the 
cost of harvesting peas is 
about 10 per cent higher 
than for cereals because of 
the slightly slower rate of 
travel. This added cost, 
works out to about 50 cents 
an acre. Thus the cost of 
producing field peas runs 
about $11.25 an acre higher 
than for barley. 

Yields from field peas 
vary considerably, but since 
this crop should be grown 
on summerfallow, a yield 
of about 30 bushels per acre 
should be obtained, Normale 
ly growing peas with cereals 
is not recommended because 
it cuts down the yleld of 
the peas. It is pointed out 
that a high yielding feed 
barley such as Galt or Jub- 
ilee, grown on summerfal- 
low, can be expected to yield 
75 to 80 bushels per acre. 

If production costs for 
barley average $25 per acre 
(estimated by the Alberta 
economics division), the 
cost of producing an acre 
of peas would be in the 
neighborhood of $36.25 an 
acre, With a 30 bushel per 
acre yield and a value of 
five cents per pound for 
peas used as a protein sup= 
plement for hogs (based on 
current prices for protein 
supplements), a gross value 
of $90 per acre can be ane 
ticipated. Thus production 
of field peas for use as a 
protein supplement for hogs 
can be a profitable enter-

can be maintained, The 
average protein content of 
peas varies between 20 and 
25 per cent but can go as 
low as 14 per cent, 

Field peas grown for the 
split pea, or soup trade, 
will bring approximately 
three cents a pound at pree 
sent prices, but Manitoba 
is in a much more favor= 
able position to supply this 
market than Alberta, All 
the processing plants are 
in Eastern Canada except 
one, which is in Manitoba, 
Because markets for peas 
for human consumption are 
over stocked at the present 
time, production for this 
trade should be undertaken 
only under contract, 


Rabbit

1.B.R. Abortions 


senious problem 


So far this year, aborted 
calves from over 518 herds 
have been submitted for dla- 
gnosis to the Alberta gov- 
ernment’s veterinary labor- 
atories in Edmonton and 
Lethbridge. 

Dr, G G. Klavano, micro= 
biologist at the Edmonton 
laboratory, reports that on 
the basis of the 350 fetuses 
that have been examined so 
far, a virus infection called 
infectious bovine rhino- 
tracheitis, or rednose, app- 
ears to be present in 151 
of the 350 herds represen- 
ted (43 per cent), He exe 
plains that it takes a long 
time to work through all the 
submissions because the 
examination often involves 
virus and bacterial cultures 

Last year IBR was diage 
nosed in only 50 of 543 
Alberta herds (nine per cent) 
and in only 20 of 300 herds 
(seven per cent) in 1969, 
In most cases the virus was 
not isolated, but the disease 
was identified on the basis 
of certain changes that were 
found in the internal organs 
of the aborted fetuses, IBR 
causes small areas of dead 
cells in the liver and spleen, 

IBR is not a new disease 
in Alberta, In the sampling 
of a large number of cattle 
eight years ago, the federal 
veterinary laboratory at 
Lethbridge found well over 
a third of the animals had 
been infected with the virus, 
Many were probably infec- 
ted without showing any out- 
ward signs of the disease, 

Sometimes when new anl- 
mals are added to a herd, 
some of the cattle already 
in the herd develop running 
eyes, a cough or some other 
respiratory symptoms, 

According to Dr, Klavano, 
IBR has six different manle 
festations: 

(1) The respiratory form 
which occurs mainly in feed- 
lot animals, 

(2) The eye form, which 
occurs mainly in young cal- 


ves and feedlot animals. 

(3) The brain form, again 
mainly in feedlot cattle. 

(4) The genital form, 
which occurs during the 
breeding season and mainly 
affects animals of repro- 
ductive age. 

(5) The abortion form, 
which occurs during the 
which affects pregnant cows 
and heifers. 

(6) The intestinal form, 
which occurs mainly in 
young calves from a few 
days to a month old. 

IBR can occur in both 
beef and dairy cattle, but 
abortions appear in more 
epidemic proportions in beef 
cattle, because of the type 
of breeding program used. 
The incidence of abortions 
in a beef herd canvary from 
three to four per cent to as 
high as 60 or 70 per cent, 
Cows with IBR may abort 
at any time during preg- 
nancy, and the abortion can 
occur anywhere from three 
weeks to two months after 
the animal has contacted the 
virus. 

It has been noted, says 
Dr, Klavano, that in most 
cases cows in a herd abort 
over a period of about three 
weeks, Sometimes there are 
a few abortions, followed 
by a lapse of a few days, 
and then more abortions, 
Often it is impossible to 
establish how and when the 

IBR agent gained entry to 
the herd, 

However, the following is 
a fairly typical case history. 
A small cow-calf opera- 
tion with from 30 to 100 
head of cattle had been al- 
most a ‘‘closed’’ herd for 

a number of years, Then, 

the owner bought some feed- 

lot animals because he had 

a surplus of feed, They were 
kept in close proximity to 
the cow-calf operation, In 
fact, many of the animals 
were in adjacent flelds and 
used the same water source

the feedlot animals arriv- 
ed on the premises, abor- 
tions started to occur in the 
breeding herd. 

There are usually no signs 
or symptoms of illness in 
cows which abort. If the 
abortion occurs early in the 
pregnancy, there are no 
complications, 

However, if itoccurs dur- 
ing the last two months, 
the afterbirth is often re- 
tained. 

Once the abortions start, 
nothing can be done to stop 
them, There is a vaccine 
available, but it can be used 
only between calving and 
breeding. If given to a pre= 
gnant cow, it will cause an 
abortion, 

Dr. Klavano recommends 
the following control meas- 
ures for IBR: 

(1) Vaccinate all cows and 
heifers three weeks before 
the breeding season starts. 
The vaccine should prevent 
abortions; and if the cows 
have a high enough immun- 
ity, they will pass it on to 
their calves in the ‘‘first’’ 
milk, The transferred im- 
munity should decrease the 
incidence of intestinal IBR 
in small calves, Do not vace 
cinate pregnant cows orhel- 
fers. Consult your vetere 
inarian about a vaccination 
program. 

(2) Keep your breeding 
herd ‘‘closed’’ and “‘isola= 
ted’’ if for some reason you 
do not vaccinate, In other 
words, do not add any re- 
placements to the herd be- 
tween the time the cows are 
bred and the calving season, 
If you buy feeders, keep them 
well away from the breeding 
herd, 

These two precautions, 
says Dr, Klavano, will not 
guarantee freedom from IBR 
but it will reduce the possi- 
bilities of it gaining entry 
to the herd, 

The Alberta Agricultural 
Research Trust has pro= 
vided funds to the Western 
College of Veterinary Mede 
icine in Saskatoon to be used 
for investigating the protec- 
tive ability of the IBR vace 
cine against abortions,

In his annual report to 
the St. Albert public school 
district, Mr. V. J. Maloney, 
superintendent of schools, 
said the 1970-71 school year 
has been very successful, 
‘Although characterized by 
rapid change, growth and 
an important zone attend- 
ance change, there have been 
no major problems,‘’ Mr. 
Maloney said, adding that 
the district still encounters 
some difficulty in securing 
qualified staff in the area of 
special education, 

Continuing in its efforts 
to provide a suitable pro- 
gram for all students, the 
district at present buses 
students to several Edmone 
ton schools, Students are 
currently attending classes 
at St. Joseph’s (vocational 
and special vocational), 
Evelyn Unger school, Wine 
nifred Stewart school, St. 
Basil’s senior opportunity, 
Glenrose, L. Y. Cairns, the 
Diagnostic Centre and the 
hearing handicapped class, 

In the St, Albert public 
school system special att- 
ention is given to remedial 
classes, With reading being 
the key to academic learn- 
ing, top priority is given to 
this area, ‘Some students 
have made reading gains of 
two to three years over a 
period of six months while 
enrolled in our remedial 
reading classes,’’ Mr, Male 
oney said, 

Enrollments are kept low 
in special classes, with the 
number of students limited 
to 16 or 17. An opportunity 
room is provided at Vital 
Grandin school, where 13 
children between the ages 
of 7 - 11 presently attend 
classes, 

Commenting on the re- 
Sults of the January grade 
12 departmentals, Mr. Male 
oney said St, Albert High 
students did extremely well. 
Of 151 papers written, 15 
received marks between 80 


and 100 per cent, 47 placed 
between 65 and 79 and 69 
papers were graded C, (50- 
64 per cent), Sixteen papers 
were graded D (40-50 per 
cent) and there were only 
four failures, Mr. Maloney

takes hunter 


With 29 persons complet- 
ing the course, Chairman 
Dan Richardson reports that 
the recent hunter training 
program attracted the lar- 
gest entry to date, The class 
included two ladies, which 
was a first for the Fish 
and Game program. 

Mr. Richardson also note 
ed that the entrants showed 
keen interest throughout the 
course, due largely to the 
fine job done by the instruc- 
tors. 

It was decided at an exe- 
cutive meeting of the asso- 
ciation to allow anyone under 
the age of 18, who has succ- 
essfully completed a hunter 
training course, to join the 
fish and game for the sum 
of 32.00,

Religion continues to play 
an important part in the 
public schools and the pare 
ish team gives valuable in- 
service guidance to the tea- 
chers, The board is presen- 
tly attempting to secure a

The instructional mater- 
ials centre, a support sys- 
tem aimed directly at the 
teacher and student, provide 
materials and ideas to re- 
inforce and enrich the classe 
room operation, Models, 
maps, records, charts, 
filmstrips etc, are centrally 
housed in the centre, thus 
they are available to all 
teachers in the school sys- 
tem rather than only one 
school, _ 

Commenting on the “open 
area school,” Mr. Maloney 
said such a school lends 
itself to a much more flex- 
ible teaching program. The 
Lacombe addition, to cost 
approximately $836,000 
hopefully all of which will 
be covered by grants, will 
feature a large open area, 

In the question period 
which followed Mr. Male 
oney’s report a member of 
the audience asked what the 
district was doing for the 
Superior student, and sugg- 
ested a formalized program 
for the bright student be 
instituted. Mr. Maloney 
agreed that at present the 
lower elementary grades 
were too much geared to 
the average student, but that 
in junior high there is a 
great scope in options and 
the superior student is en- 
couraged to push ahead, The 
board employs 19 speciale 
ists at present, Mr. Maloney 
said, adding that the only 
way the district can get by 
financially is to push en- 
rollment up. ‘We simply 
cannot afford anymore spe= 
cial low-enrollment class= 
es,’’ he added. 

Mr, R. Johnston, princi- 
pal of St. Albert High, said 
that in high-school there is 
no limit to what the student 
can do in special project 
classes, and that at this

Penrose agreed, pointing out 
however that this matter had 
not been mentioned in the 
agreement, The questioner 
then asked how to go about 
getting the fence and dug out 
requirements looked after, 
and was told that the Ball 
Club executive should come 
to the town council and 
school boards with the pro= 
blem. 

Mr, Schick spoke next, 
saying ‘“‘we are short of 
parkland in the new protese 
tant school area, and will 
the town’s portion be a 
park?’ The mayor stated 
that so far as designating 
the use of this land is con- 
cerned, council will wait 
until the Forest Lawn ree 
plot is finished. Mr, Schick 
asked when this would be, 
and was told by Mr, O’ Cone 
nell that the applications 
are in to the Local Author- 
ities Board and it could be 
three months or more, but 
that council is trying to 
expedite the matter. Coun- 
cillor Lukay said he would 
like to add that the land 
in question had been re- 
commended by the town 
planner to be a park. 

A woman in the audience 
asked if the residents of 
Braeside would have a 
chance to express to coun- 
cil their wishes, and was 
told by the mayor that res- 
idents have full right to 
bring their wishes to coun- 
cil The woman asked if 
council would be publish- 
ing their intentions when 
known, and was told that 
it would probably be re- 
ported. 

Dr, Cuts then took the 
microphone, saying that he

Councillor de Bruijn 
said he would like clarif- 
ied whether ornamental 
park, open space, or just 
what was the intent of the 
motion, Dr. Cuts replied 
that “I am surprised that 
I am requested to be tled 
down tighter, and feel Ihave 
requested quite enough, The 
details I am happy to leave 
to council, ’’ 

Councillor White said 
“the gentleman contradicts 
himself,’ and Dr. Cuts 
quickly referred him to an 
article in the Gazette, say- 
ing that contrary to opinions 


expressed here, council 
may not zone this as park- 
land.’’ To which Councillor 
White replied that the 
Gazette is not always right,”’ 

Councillor de Bruijn 
wanted the meeting to be 
clear on park and public 
use zoning, noting that une 
der public use council may 
designate land for various 
recreational and other 
forms of use by the public, 
where as park is a more 
restricted zoning. 

Dr. Cuts said the ques- 
tion was not brought up for 
any debate, he just felt it 
would be useful to see what 
the ratepayers present felt 
about the use of the land, 
Councillor Lukay wondered 
if the small number of people 
present could vote on the 
question, adding that he 
agreed that the land should 
be parkland, But he had a 
concern that council should 
not have to look at this plece 
of land from the point of 
view of this number of people 
The chairman said the vote 
on the motion would not be 
binding on council, but mer= 
ely an indication, 

Vote on the motion show- 
ed 20 in favor, 16 did not 
vote and one was opposed, 
with all present being re- 
corded, including the coun- 
cillors,
